Since  the  publication  of  the  list  on  the  literary  history  of  the  Renaissance,  Symonds’s  work 
has  been  completed  by  the  addition  of  two  volumes  upon  Italian  literature,  which  form  volumes 
four  and  five  of  2722.51.

The  commonly  accepted  views  of  Lucrezia  Borgia's 
character,  it  is  said,  are  largely  derived  from  Burchard, 
Guicciardini,  Matarazzo,  Pontano,  and  Sannazzaro.  The 
epigramma  ic  satires  of  the  last  two,  it  is  thought,  contrib- 
uted largely  to  the  popular  accounts,  Guicciardini  especially 
showing  their  influence.  Later  historians  have  modified 
the  harsh  views  of  the  earlier  biographers.  Gilbert  [4746.14] 
and  Gregorovius  both  write  from  more  favorable  stand- 
points; the  latter  had  the  use  of  previously  inedited  docu- 
ments, and  made  extensive  researcl^es  among  the  archives 
of  different  cities.  Gregorovius  also  treats  of  the  Borgia 
family  in  his  “ Gesch.  deV  Stadt  Rom.,”  v.  7 [4214.50],  which 
is  reviewed  under  the  title  of  “ The  Borgias  and  their  latest 
historian,”  in  the  North  British  rev.,  v.  53,  p.35  [*5309.1.53];

The  first  considerable  biography  of  Savonarola  was 
by  Perrens  [4749.51].  The  author  collected  important  material 
from  the  archives.  It  is  thought  by  some  critics  to  be  defi. 
cient  in  arrangement,  although  Hurckhardt  says  that  it  is 
" perhaps  the  most  systematic  and  sober  of  all  the  many 
works  upon  the  subject.”  Villari’s  work  is,  however,  gener- 
ally  held  to  be  the  most  complete  biography.  Among  the 
early  biographies  to  which  Villari  was  indebted  were  ; 
Barsanti’s  “ Vita,”  Livorno,  1782,  which  is  largely  polemical

and  Meier,  whose  work,  published  at  Berlin,  1836,  failed  to 
examine  carefully,  it  is  said,  important  documents  to  which 
he  had  access.  Padre  Marchese,  a Dominican  monk  of  St. 
Mark,  embodied  in  his  “ Storia  di  S.  Marco,”  aftenvards 
printed  in  his  “ Scritti  vari  ” [4767.6],  all  the  documents 
which  that  convent  contained  regarding  Savonarola,  which, 
with  his  comments,  made  a valuable  contribution  to  a knowl- 
edge of  his  personai  char.-icter.  A synopsis  of  this  work  is 
contained  in  “ .S.  Marco  illustrato”  [4720.50].  There  are 
contemporary  accounts  by  Burlamacchi  [3556.18,19]  and 
Pico  della  Mirandola,  both  of  wh()m  were  personal  friends 
of  Savonarola.

In  the  Handbook  for  Readers,  published  by  the  Library  in  1S79,  earlier  editions  of  the 

same  book,  can  be  found  a List  of  the  principal  Periodicals  in  the  Library,  which  have  general 
indexes.  As  these  contain  the  titles  of  only  a portion  of  the  Indexes  in  the  Library  at  the 
present  time,  it  has  been  thought  best  to  print  a new  and  enlarged  List. 

Recetitly  Published  Periodicals. 

A list  in  manuscript  of  articles  selected  from  recent  numbers  of  periodicals  has  been  made,  from 
month  to  month,  for  several  years  at  this  Library.  This  is  only  a partial  list,  however,  the  pressure 
of  other  work  having  prevented  its  regular  continuation. 

United  States  Cottgressional  Documents. 

The  Index  of  these  documents,  begun  under  the  superintendence  of  the  late  Professor  Charles 
C.  Jewett,  and  printed  to  the  year  1863  in  the  two  volumes  of  Catalogues  of  the  Bates  Hall  Col- 
lection, has  since  that  time  been  continued  in  manuscript  on  cards,  with  which  have  been  embodied, 
in  a greatly  enlarged  form,  the  contents  of  the  printed  lists  referred  to.  The  whole  forms  a col- 
lection of  more  than  forty  thousand  titles,  which  are  accessible  to  readers. 
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The  collection  of  congressional  documents  in  the  Boston  Public  Library,  based  on  the  col- 
lection made  bv  Peter  Force  and  Edward  Everett,  and  generously  increased  by  the  friends  of  the 
Library,  is  believed  to  be  unrivalled. 

Parliamentary  Sessional  Papers  of  Great  Britain. 

The  Index  of  these  papers,  from  1807  to  1865,  can  be  found  in  the  two  printed  volumes  of  the 
Bates  Hall  Catalogue.  Subsequent  papers  have  been  partially  indexed  by  this  Library;  the 
unfinished  portion  can  be  found  in  the  indexes  published  yearly  by  the  British  government.  An 
index  of  the  papers  for  1870  to  1878-9  forms  volume  83,  part  i,  of  the  documents  for  1880.  Indexes  of 
subjects  selected  from  the  sessional  papers  from  1876  to  1879  given  in  the  Library  Bulletins  for 
July,  1878,  January  and  April,  1880,  and  October,  1881,  and  it  is  intended  to  continue  these  indexes 
in  the  Bulletins  whenever  new  documents  are  received.

Ireland  and  the  Land  Question, 

The  past  history  and  the  social  habits  of  the  people  of  Ireland  enter  so  largely  into  any  con- 
sideration of  the  present  agitation,  that  before  giving  the  list  of  works  lately  added  to  the  Public 
Library,  it  is  proposed  to  mention  a few  of  the  specially  necessary  and  important  historical  works, 
and  also  the  most  interesting  travels  and  descriptions  of  manners  and  customs  to  be  found  in  the 
Library.  These  references  can  make  no  pretension  to  completeness,  but  are  only  meant  as  a guide 
to  a general  but  fair  view  of  the  whole  question.

Mac-Geoghegan’s  [4510a. 3;  4511.23]  extends  to  1699  and  Mitchel’s  [4514. i]  continues  it  from 
that  point.  W.  C.  Tavlor’s  “ History  of  the  civil  wars  of  Ireland.  2 v.”  [830.68;  810.52]  covers  the 
period  from  the  Anglo-Norman  invasion  to  the  Union  in  1801.  Haverty’s  “History”  [2476.12]  ex- 
tends to  the  Union,  while  Leland’s  “History  of  remarkable  events  in  Ireland.  1781”  [4518.8; 
2474.1],  still  of  value,  stops  at  1688.  According  to  Amory,  Moore  is  swayed  too  much  by  English 
prejudice  in  his  “ History,  4 v.”  [4518.7],  which  he  contributed  to  Lardner’s  Cabinet  encyclopedia, 
and  which  stops  at  1646.  Of  a more  popular  character  are  Cusack’s  “Illustrated  history”;  Cusack’s 
“ Student’s  manual  of  Irish  history  ” [4528.23];  Cusack’s  “ Patriot’s  history  ” [980.10];  “ The  story 
of  Ireland,  for  youth.  Ulus.”  [4519.7],  T.  d’A.  McGee’s  “Popular  history.  2 v.”  [1996.1];  and 
D.  O’Connell’s  “Memoir  on  Ireland,  native  and  Saxon”  [No.  8 in  Pph.  v.  129],  called  by  Daunt 
“an  indictment  of  England.”  The  “ Annals  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  by  the  four  masters,  from 
the  earliest  period  to  1616,  ed.  hy  J.  O’Donovan,  Dublin,  1851,  7 v.”  [4571.10];  “Calendar  of  the 
Carew  manuscripts,  1515-1623,  6 v.”  [7043.55];  and  “Calendar  of  the  state  papers  relating 
to  Ireland,  of  the  reign  of  James  I.,  1603-25,  5 v.”  [7042.52],  are  among  the  most  considerable 
collections  of  documents.  See  also  under  the  publications  of  the  Irish  archaeological  society. 
Besides  these  general  histories,  some  works  covering  important  periods  or  events  deserve  notice. 
T.  C.  Amory’s  “Transfer  of  Erin”  [2511. 12],  extending  to  1603,  contains,  in  chapter  sixteen,  a good 
list  of  references  on  Ireland  and  its  literature.  Bonwick’s  “ Who  are  the  Irish  [2419.61]  comes 
down  to  Cromwell’s  time,  where  Prendergast’s  “Cromwellian  settlement  of  Ireland”  [4573-15] 
begins.  The  latter  shows  how  the  present  land  question  is  an  outcome  of  that  settlement.  In  con- 
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nection  with  this  point,  the  Irish  archteological  society  published,  in  1851,  Sir  Wm.  Petty’s  con- 
temporary “ History  of  the  Down  survey,  1655-6 ” [2414.63].  See  also  Hill’s  “ Historical  account 
of  the  plantation  in  Ulster,  1608-1620”  [2470a. 50].  Two  indispensable  books  are  Froude’s 
“English  in  Ireland  in  the  eighteenth  century”  [4514.9;  9S6.9],  which  has  been  replied  to  by  T.  N. 
Burke  in  “Ireland’s  case  stated”  [4517.24],  in  his  “English  misrule  in  Ireland”  [4517.21],  and  in 
“Thumping  English  lies”  [4517.22];  and  Lecky’s  admirable  “Leaders  of  public  opinion  in  Ireland  ” 
[4519.23].  In  the  second  volume  of  his  “ History  of  England  in  the  eighteenth  century  [2422.59; 
2458.51]  Lecky  devotes  several  chapters  to  Ireland.  The  Lower  Hall  Catalogue  of  history,  etc., 
contains  a note  on  Ireland, 


Travels  and  studies  of  Irish  life  and  character. 

Foremost  among  works  of  travel  stands  Arthur  Young’s  “Tour  in  Ireland,  made  1776-79” 
[2464.7],  which  contains  the  first  trustworthy  account  of  the  tenure  of  land  in  that  country,  although 
Fitzgibbon  [4573.14]  says  his  descriptions  are  delusive.  Beaumont,  in  his  “ L’lrlande,  sociale,  poli- 
tique, et  religieuse.  2 v.”  [2476.2],  ascribes  the  general  misery  which  he  witnessed  in  1835,  37,  to  a 
“bad  aristocracy.”  Travels  subsequent  to  the  famine  of  1847  are  Sir  F.  B.  Head’s  “Fortnight  in 
Ireland,  1852  ” [2476.1],  which  views  the  distress  with  a sj'nipatheticyet  strongly  Protestant  bias  ; John 
Forbes’s  “Memorandums  in  Ireland  in  1852.  2 v.”  [4519  10];  and  Osborne’s  “Gleanings  in  the 

west  of  Ireland  ” [2478.8],  a philanthropical  investigation  during  1849-50  among  the  poor  in  Galway 
and  Mayo,  particularly  in  regard  to  the  Union  workhouses.  Pueckler-Muskau’s  “Tour  in  England, 
Ireland  and  France,  1826-29”  [6262.50;  2274.18];  Rodenberg’s  “The  Island  of  the  saints,  1861” 
[2476.24],  a verj' lively  description  ; and  Thackeray’s  “Irish  sketch-book”  [4653.50.18;  2570a. 34],  are 
among  the  best  of  numerous  travellers’  accounts.  E.  O’Curry’s  “ On  the  manners  and  customs  of  the 
ancient  Irish.  3 v.”  [2413.52]  is  first  in  importance  and  in  order  of  study  of  the  Irish  people,  though 
perhaps  Bonwick  [2419.61]  or  Thebaud’s  “Irish  race  in  the  past  and  present  ” [993.5]  cover  this 
ground  sufficiently  for  general  purposes.  Mrs.  A.  M.  Hall’s  “ Sketches  of  Irish  character”  [2561.8] 
and  her  “ Ireland.  3 v.”  [4511.18;  4510a. 9],  from  their  sympathy  with  the  subject,  are  very  popular. 
On  the  other  hand  Trench’s  “ Realities  of  Irish  life”  [4511.24],  though  popular,  depicts  the  life  of 
the  peasantry  as  it  appeared  to  the  agent  of  a large  estate,  — that  of  the  marquis  of  Lansdowne. 
Henry  Giles,  in  his  “ Lecture  and  essays  on  Irish  and  other  subjects  ” [6577.21],  has  several  papers  on 
the  Irish  character.  Recent  descriptions  are  Mrs.  Houston’s  “Twenty  years  in  the  wild  west;  or, 
life  in  Connaught.  1879  ” [2479.24 ; 1667.25],  relating  a somewhat  unfortunate  experience  ; and  Flore- 
dice’s  “Memories  of  a month  among  the  Mere  Irish  [in  Donegal].  i88t  ” [2460.79].  The  Lower 
Hall  Fiction  list  points  out  under  the  heading  Ireland  some  books,  historical  fiction  and  others, 
descriptive  of  social  life.  A late  story  based  on  the  doings  of  the  Land  league  is  Harriet  Jay’s  “The 
priest’s  blessing”  [2468.82].

The  best  and  freshest  views  are  of  course  to  be  found  in  the  leading  English  and  other 
periodicals,  to  which  it  would  be  impossible  to  refer  in  detail.  On  the  whole,  the  “Fort- 
nightly,” the  “ Contemporary,”  and  the  “ Nineteenth  Century,”  afford,  thus  far,  the  ablest 
opinions  on  both  sides.  The  manuscript  index  to  current  literature  contains  references,  and  is 
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always  accessible  to  readers  in  the  Bates  Hall.  The  Sessional  papers  of  Great  Britain  necessarily 
contain  much  material.  See  in  particular  “ Land  owners  in  Ireland.  Returns  of  owners  of  land  of 
one  acre  and  upwards.”  (In  Accounts  and  papers,  1876,  vol.  80.)  An  index  to  “ Accounts  and 
papers,”  from  1S70-80,  is  in  vol.  83,  for  1880.  TKe  speeches  of  John  Bright  [4569.22;  4573.61;

Notes. 


Dorchester  Branch  Library.  — A new 
catalogue  of  229  pages,  in  double  columns,  has 
just  been  printed  for  the  Dorchester  Branch 
Library.  This  Library  was  opened  to  the  public 
January  25,  1875,  at  which  time  there  were  about 
3,700  volumes  on  the  shelves.  The  number  on 
the  istof  April,  1882,  was  11,303  volumes.  There 
are  two  delivery  stations  of  this  branch,  one 
at  the  Lower  Mills  Village,  and  one,  recently 
established,  at  Mattapan.  Holders  of  cards  at 
this  Branch  Library  and  the  two  delivery  sta- 
tions can  take  out  one  volume  at  a time  from 
the  Branch,  and  one  volume  from  the  Bates 
Hall  of  the  Central  Library.  One  volume,  also, 
can  be  taken  from  the  Lower  Hall  of  the  Central 
Library,  if  the  applicant  at  the  time  has  none 


from  the  Branch.  These  books,  if  in  the  Cen- 
tral Library  at  the  time,  will  be  delivered  on  the 
day  after  the  application  is  made. 


Maps  of  Boston.  — The  Librarian,  having 
learned  of  the  existence  of  a considerable  num- 
ber of  maps  of  Boston  and  its  vicinity,  between 
the  years  1705  and  1775,  existing  among  the 
“King’s  Maps”  in  the  British  Museum,  has 
made  them  the  subject  of  correspondence  with 
the  Librarian  of  the  Museum,  with  a view  to 
having  copies  made  for  the  Public  Library.  It 
is  expected  that  these  maps  will  throw  light 
upon  the  growth  of  the  city  and  the  neighboring 
country.

April. 


Theodore  Parker.- — The  Trustees  have  re- 
ceived, by  gilt  from  Miss  Matilda  Goddard,  a 
complete  set  of  the  Avritings  of  Theodore  Par- 
ker, consisting  of  published  volumes,  articles 
in  reviews  and  periodicals,  occasional  sermons, 
addresses  and  reports,  and  newspaper  cuttings, 
the  same  being  designed  to  constitute  a complete 
collection  of  all  the  printed  writings  of  Mr. 
Parker. 


New  Building.  — On  petition  of  the  City 
Council  the  Legislature  has  passed  a bill  author- 
izing the  City  of  Boston  to  take  for  the  Public 
Library  the  necessary  land  belonging  to  private 
parties  adjoining  the  32,500  feet  of  land  granted 
by  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  Trustees 
have  been  directed  b_v  the  City  Council  to  con. 
sider  and  report  upon  the  suitability  of  the  new 
English  High  and  Latin  School  Building  for  the 
Public  Library. 


Reading  Room  .and  Delivery  Room  at  the 
North  End.  — The  School  Committee  of  Bos- 
ton have  placed  a room  in  the  basement  of  the 
Cushman  school-house,  on  Parmenter  street,  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  for  a reading  room 
and  delivery  station  for  the  Public  Library.  It  is 
the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  place  therein 
about  one  thousand  volumes  of  books,  with  a 
collection  of  magazines,  and  to  open  it  for  the 
use  of  the  public  as  soon  as  practicable. 


Centennial  Map  of  the  United  States.  — 
The  Hon.  Leopold  Morse  has  presented  to  the 
Public  Library  the  Centennial  map  of  the  United 
States,  which  has  been  compiled,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Lands,  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  by  William  L. 
Woods.  This  map,  which  measures  ninety-three 
by  one  hundred  and  forty-two  inches,  and  has 
been  compiled  from  the  official  surve3's  of  the 


General  Land  Office  and  other  authentic  sources, 
has  been  mounted  and  hung  in  the  Bates  Hall 
Study. 

Books  for  the  Blind,  — Samuel  Gurney,  of 
England,  a nephew  of  Mrs.  Fry,  has  presented 
to  the  Boston  Public  Library  the  Bible,  in  sixty- 
five  quarto  volumes,  printed  for  the  blind. 
This  gift  was  made  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Dennet,  of  Brighton,  England,  who 
has  sent  to  the  library  a cop^'  of  a selection 
from  Longfellow’s  Poems,  printed  for  the  blind. 
These  volumes  are  printed  in  embossed  type,  as 
designed  by  Dr.  William  Moon,  of  Brighton, 
England,  and  used  by  him  in  the  printing  of 
numerous  books,  a list  of  which,  together  with  an 
account  of  his  system,  can  be  found  in  his  “Light 
for  the  blind  ” [3596.69].  Recent  English  papers 
announce  the  death  of  Mr.  Gurney,  early  in  the 
month  of  April. 

The  Public  Library  has  a considerable  col- 
lection of  books  of  this  kind,  printed  mostly  at 
the  Perkins  Institution  and  Massachusetts  Asy- 
lum. The  titles  of  these  are  to  be  found  in  the 
Card  Catalogue  under  the  heading  Blind. 
(Books  printed  for  the  blind.) 


Charles  Darwin. — A list  of  references  in 
periodical  literature  to  Darwin  and  Darwinism 
can  be  found  in  the  Card  Catalogue  in  the  Bates 
Hall.  These  titles  are  taken  from  the  forth- 
coming new  edition  of  Poole’s  Index,  and  they 
are  also  printed  in  the  Boston  Daily  Advertiser, 
April  22,  1882. 

Roxbury  Branch. — A Portrait  of  Dr.  Henry 
Bartlett,  by  Billings,  has  been  presented  to  the 
FelloAves  Athenieum  by  Miss  Anna  S.  Everett. 
Dr.  Bartlett  was  one  of  the  original  Trustees 
of  the  Fellowes  Athenaeum,  and  his  library,  at 
the  death  of  his  widow,  carne  into  the  possession 
of  the  Athenaeum.

Re.\ding-Room  and  Delivery  Station  at 
THE  North  End.  — In  the  last  Bulletin  it  was 
stated  that  a Reading-Room  and  Deliveiy  Sta- 
tion of  the  Library  were  to  be  opened  in  the  Cush- 
man School-house.  On  examination  it  has  been 
found  that  the  School  Committee  can  place  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  more  eligible  rooms 
in  the  Hancock  School-house,  on  Parmenter 
street,  and  these  are  now  being  fitted  up  for 
occupanc}’,  which  will  take  place  about  the  first 
of  August. 

Wendell  Phillips. — The  Library  has  re- 
ceived, by  gift  from  Mr.  Wendell  Phillips,  several 
hundred  volumes,  with  a collection  of  bound 


pamphlets,  largely  upon  slavery.  Several  are 
of  interest  to  the  antiquarian,  among  them  a 
verv  rare  collection  of  the  Annual  laws  of  the 
Province  of  Massachusetts,  preceding  the  Revi- 
sion of  1699,  Mather  publications,  and  manuscript 
records  of  the  American  Anti-slavery  Society, 
beginning  with  the  year  1S33.  There  is  also  a 
complete  file  of  the  National  Anti-Slaveiy 
Standard,  and  other  periodicals. 

Egyptology.  — This  Bulletin  contains  the 
titles  of  a large  number  of  books  on  Egypt, 
Assyria,  etc.  These  were  purchased  mostly  from 
the  library  of  M.  Chabas,  the  distinguished 
French  Egyptologist.

Benjamin  Franklin. 


In  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Library  for  the  year  1869,  the  Superintendent  says  : “ It  has 
been  thought  that  Franklin  is  to  Boston  of  something  like  the  same  importance  [as  that  of 
Shakespeare  to  England],  and  I have  lost  no  opportunity  of  securing  what  I could,  illustrative  of 
the  man  and  his  works,  and  hope  the  collection  may  prove  in  the  end  of  credit  to  the  city  of  his 
birth.”  Since  that  time  it  has  been  one  of  the  objects  of  the  Library  to  secure  anything  of  interest 
in  this  direction,  in  order  to  make  as  complete  a collection  as  possible  of  Franklin  literature. 

The  growth  of  the  collection,  however,  had  not  been  considerable,  until  two  years  ago,  when 
Doctor  Samuel  A.  Green  presented  to  the  Library  his  Franklin  books,  pamphlets,  engravings, 
portraits,  etc.  To  these  have  been  added  similar  books  from  the  general  collection,  and  the  whole 
have  been  placed  in  a room  set  apart  for  them.  As  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1880, 
“Dr.  Green’s  donation  has  led  to  some  important  additions  from  other  sources,”  among  them  some 
interesting  gifts  from  William  S.  Appleton,  Esquire.  It  is  intended  to  publish,  in  several  successive 
Bulletins,  lists  which  may  serve  to  call  further  attention  to  the  collection.  It  is  also  believed  that 
these  lists  will  ultimately  prove  to  be  a fuller  Franklin  bibliography  than  any  yet  published ; though 
they,  of  course,  will  be  necessarily  incomplete.  The  plan  is  to  divide  the  subject  into  three  portions. 
The  first  portion,  given  below,  contains  the  titles  of  all  books,  or  parts  of  books,  at  present  known  to 
the  compilers,  in  the  Boston  Public  Library,  which  were  written  by  Franklin.  Subjoined  is  a list 
of  the  titles  of  Franklin’s  writings,  and  of  books  containing  writings  of  his,  not  in  the  Public 
Library  at  present,  but  desired  to  increase  the  collection.  These  titles  have  been  taken  from  sale 
catalogues  and  other  sources,  and  may  not  always  be  exact.  Any  information  in  respect  to  them 
or  to  additional  titles  will  be  gladly  received. 

The  second  portion,  which  will  appear  probably  in  the  Bulletin  for  January,  1883,  will  contain 
Frankliniana,  or  books,  pamphlets,  broadsides,  etc.,  relating  to  Franklin,  at  present  in  the  Public 
Library.  In  this  and  the  first  portion  a number  of  references  is  made  to  older  serial  publications, 
like  the  Gentleman's  magazine,  and  the  Philosophical  transactions  of  the  Royal  Society,  which 
contain  articles  by  or  about  Franklin.  It  will  be  noticed,  however,  that,  to  no  great  extent,  have 
references  been  made  to  articles  in  magazines,  such  as  critical  reviews  and  the  like.  This  may  yet 
be  done;  but  at  present  such  references  are  only  occasional.  This  list  of  Frankliniana  will  be 
followed  in  the  same  Bulletin  by  the  desiderata  in  this  direction. 

The  third  portion,  to  be  printed  probably  in  the  Bulletin  for  April,  1883,  will  contain  the  titles 
of  everything  now  in  the  Library,  printed  or  published  by  Franklin  himself,  or  in  partnership  with 
others;  to  be  followed  by  a list  of  the  publications  of  Franklin’s  press  not  in  the  Library.  The  list 
of  these  desiderata  must  necessarily  be  very  imperfect.  In  the  concluding  portion  will  be  found  a 
list  of  the  most  important  portraits  and  engravings  of  Franklin,  with  notices  of  manuscripts, 
autographs,  and  other  miscellaneous  matter. 

There  are  at  present  307  separate  volumes  in  the  special  Franklin  library;  this  numbering 
considers  a bound  volume  of  pamphlets  as  only  one  volume.  Of  these,  150  were  received  from 
Doctor  Green ; and  two  were  purchased  with  the  interest  of  a historical  fund  established  by  him. 
To  these  307  volumes  must  be  added  240  other  volumes  from  the  general  library,  whose  titles  are  to  be 
included  in  the  lists.  The  total  number  of  volumes  thus  far  discovered  in  the  Public  Library,  written 
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by.  printed  by,  or  relating  to,  Benjamin  Franklin  is  therefore  547.  No  account  in  this  numbering 
is  taken  of  the  volumes  of  serial  publications  referred  to. 

The  Trustees  desire  to  be  apprized  of  any  known  work  upon  or  bj'  Franklin  not  included  in 
these  lists,  and  to  receive  information  which  shall  enable  them  to  increase  the  collection.

afterwards  by  Hall  <fc  Seilers  until  179-.  From  1733-1747,  the 
Almanac  hail  24  pages,  but  in  174S  was  enlarged  to  36  pages. 
Sparks  states  that  a complete  set  is  of  doubtful  existence. 
I'he  rarest  of  the  series  is  the  one  for  175S.  Franklin  says  :

Axku.\i.  Report. —The  thirtieth  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Boston  Public  Library  has  recently 
been  published,  and  can  be  had  upon  applica- 
tion. This  contains,  besides  the  usual  reports 
of  the  Trustees,  the  Examining  Committee, 
and  the  Librarian,  a special  report  upon  the 
Shakespearian  Collection,  by  Mr.  Horace  How- 
ard Furness,  of  Philadelphia. 

SwEDEXBORG. — The  Public  Librarv  has  re- 
ceived by  gift  from  the  American  Swedenborg 
Printing  and  Publishing  Society  one  hundred 
and  eight  volumes  of  the  writings  of  Sweden- 
borg. These,  in  nine  sets,  of  twelve  volumes 
each,  have  been  placed  on  the  shelves  of  the 
Central  Library  and  of  the  various  Branches. 

The  Slavery  Questiox.  — Mr.  Wendell 
Phillips,  in  addition  to  his  gift  of  books  and 
pamphlets  mentioned  in  the  last  Bulletin,  has 
presented  to  the  library  over  four  thousand  pam- 
phlets, of  which  nearly  eight  hundred  are  on 
slavery.  These  two  additions  to  the  library  num- 
ber 1303  volumes  and  4,682  pamphlets.  By  these, 
and  by  the  1,592  volumes  and  2,117  pamphlets 
which  have  recently  been  added  to  the  library  on 
the  death  of  the  widow  of  Theodore  Parker,  the 
collection  of  books  on  the  slavery  question  has 
been  largely  increased. 

Books  for  the  Blixd. — The  Boston  Public 
Library  has  recently  received  from  Doctor 
William  Moon,  of  Brighton,  England,  351 
volumes  -and  200  printed  sheets  of  books  for 
the  blind.  These,  as  well  as  the  collection  given 
early  in  the  present  year  by  Mr.  Samuel  Gurney, 
of  England,  are  printed  in  embossed  type,  as 
designed  by  Doctor  Moon,  who  has  been  able, 
by  the  aid  of  private  subscriptions,  to  print 
portions  of  the  Bible  by  this  system  in  two 
hundred  languages,  and  to  publish  many  other 
works,  a part  of  which  are  included  in  this  gift 
to  the  Public  Library.  An  account  of  Moon’s 
system  can  be  found  in  his  book  entitled,  ‘‘Light 
for  the  Blind.” 

Chaucer  Society. — The  Library  has  re- 
ceived, by  gift  from  Mr.  Charles  F.  Shimmin, 
the  publications  of  the  Chaucer  Society,  The 
Early  English  Text  Society,  and  The  New 
Shakspere  Society,  in  15S  volumes  and  parts. 


I North  End  Reading  Room  and  DELit'ERY 
' St.ation.  — The  North  End  Reading  Room  and 
j Delivery  station  of  the  Boston  Public  Library  is 
now  open  in  the  Hancock  school-house  (en- 
trance from  Parmenter  street),  every  week-day, 
from  four  to  ten  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  School  Committee  have  placed  at  the 
' disposition  of  the  trustees  two  large  rooms, 
j which  have  been  suitably  fitted  up  for  public  use. 

I There  will  be  a library  of  about  one  thousand 
' volumes,  Including  books  of  reference,  popular 
science,  history,  travels,  etc.,  and  a good  list  of 
periodicals,  journals,  with  conveniences  for  read- 
ing. 

i It  is  hoped  that  the  people  in  that  section  of 
the  city  will  find  indncements  to  spend  their 
I leisure  evening  hours  in  profitable  and  agreeable 
, reading. 

I This  is  also  a Delivery  station,  at  which  books 
^ can  be  drawn  from  the  Central  Library  on  the 
I ordinary  li'orary  cards. 

I When  the  public  have  become  familiar  with 
these  rooms  and  their  contents,  it  is  e.xpected 
that  the  plan  will  rapidly  grow  into  favor. 

West  Roxbury.  — Friends  of  the  Public 
Library  living  in  Roxbury  have  recently  con- 
tributed sixty-four  dollars,  which  sum  has  been 
expended  for  books  for  that  branch. 

South  Boston.  — A citizen  of  South  Boston 
has  given  one  hundred  dollars  for  the  purchase 
of  reference  books  for  this  branch  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library. 

Ludwig  Salvator,  Arch-Duke  of  Austri.a 
AND  Tuscany.  — The  Arch-Duke  Ludwig  Sal- 
' vator  has  given  to  this  Library  nine  finely 
printed  and  illustrated  volumes  of  travel,  written 
and  illustrated  by  the  giver. 

Bulletins.  — It  is  suggested  to  persons  wish- 
ing to  purchase  copies  of  the  Bulletin,  that  an 
application  be  made  for  them  by  Febrnary  i. 
May  I,  August  i,  and  November  i of  each  year. 
The  supply  of  the  July,  1S82,  number  is  already 
exhausted,  as  is  that  of  several  recent  numbers.

New  Delivery  Stations.  — On  January  i, 
1883,  Delivery  Station  of  the  Public  Library 
was  opened  at  Neponset.  Books  can  be  taken  at 
this  station  from  the  Dorchester  Branch  Library 
and  the  Central  Library'  on  Boylston  street. 
The  City  Council  passed  an  order,  Dec.  21,  1882, 
requesting  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  to 
confer  with  the  Committee  on  Public  Buildings 
with  reference  to  establishing  a Reading  Room 
and  Delivery  Station  in  the  Bank  building  recent- 
ly purchased  by  the  city,  on  Washington  street. 
Ward  24,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil ; and  also  to  report  on  the  expediency  and  cost 
of  establishing  a Reading  Room  and  Delivery 
Station  in  some  convenient  location  in  Ward  19, 
near  the  Boston  & Providence  Railroad  Station. 


South  End  Branch  Library.  — A new  cata- 
logue of  this  Branch  Library  will  be  published 
February  ist,  in  250  pages,  in  double  columns. 
It  will  contain,  under  the  names  of  authors  and 
subjects,  the  titles  of  10,332  volumes,  the  number 
in  the  Library’ January  15,  1883.  Since  the  year 
1877,  which  time  this  Library  was  established, 
readers  have  had  access  to  partial  manuscript 
catalogues  only,  and  it  is  thought  that  this  new 
printed  volume  will  stimulate  the  use  of  the  col- 
lection.

At  the  sug- 
gestion of  members  of  the  Massachusetts  His- 
torical Society,  the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop, 
who  visited  Paris  last  summer,  obtained  per- 
mission of  the  French  authorities  to  have  a 
few  copies  photographed  for  libraries  in  the 
United  States.  There  is  a notice  of  this  map  in 
the  “ Memorial  History  of  Boston,”  vol.  i,  p.  43, 
with  references  to  authorities  on  the  subject. 

The  only  full-size  facsimile  heretofore  avail- 
able is  the  one  in  Jomard’s  Mo?iuments  de  la 
Geographic,  which  was  made  before  the  days  of 
photography,  and  which  omitted  the  important 
tablets  of  inscriptions,  which  Jomard  intended 
to  publish  later,  but  did  not  live  to  do.  Several 
important  historical  questions  turn  upon  them, 
and  they  have  only  been  given  in  print  in  a frag- 
mentary way,  as  in  Lelewel’s  Geographic  du 
moyen  age,  or  in  chance  citations.  This  fac- 
simile fails,  of  course,  to  give  the  coloring  of  the 
map,  which  can  be  seen  in  the  fragment  repro- 
duced in  Henri  Harrisse’s  Jean  et  Sebastien 
Cabot,  Paris,  1882.

Bartholomaeus  de  Sancto  Concordio,  surnamed  Pisanus,  a Dominican,  who  died  about  the  middle  of  the  fourteenth 
century,  wrote  a work  known  as  the  Summa  Pisanella  or  Magfistrutia,  or  sometimes  as  the  Bartholina.

Some 
of  these  titles  do  not  appear  with  desirable  fulness,  and  some  even  are  of  doubtful  authenticity 
or  correctness ; but,  imperfect  as  the  list  is,  it  would  have  been  practically  impossible  to  have 
compiled  it  without  the  assistance  afforded  by  the  Lists  of  the  issues  of  the  press  in  Pennsylvania 
from  16S5  to  *769)  published  by  Mr.  C.  R.  Hildeburn,  in  the  Bulletins  of  the  Library  Company 
of  Philadelphia  for  January,  1SS2,  January,  18S3,  and  July,  1SS3.  Mr.  Hildeburn  is  intending  to 
publish  a more  extended  bibliography  of  the  Pennsj-lvania  press,  with  fuller  titles,  etc.,  and,  as  he 
has  been  engaged  upon  this  work  for  the  past  three  years,  this  Library  is  largely  indebted  to  him 
for  his  valuable  supervision  of  this  list  before  printing.  Professor  Seidensticker’s  Deutsch- 
amerikanische  Bibliographic,  in  volumes  S-io  of  Der  Deutsche  Pionier,  has  been  of  great  aid  in 
furnishing  German  titles.  The  list  of  Ante-Revolutionary  publications  b\'  S.  F.  Haven,  jr. , ap- 
pended to  tbe  second  edition  of  Thomas’s  History  of  printing  in  America,  Sabin’s  Dictionary  of 
books  relating  to  America,  the  Catalogue  of  the  library  of  George  Brinley,  part  n,  and  Thompson 
Westcott’s  American  books  and  pamphlets  advertised  in  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette,  and  printed 
in  the  Historical  magazine,  volume  4,  have  been  of  use  in  finding  titles.  The  suggestions  of 
Mr.  Theodore  F.  Dwight,  Librarian  of  the  State  Department  at  Washington,  have  also  been  service, 
able.  Whenever  a book  mentioned  in  Mr.  Hildeburn’s  list  has  not  been  seen  by  that  compiler, 
and  when  its  title  has  not  been  verified  in  this  list,  a note  has  been  made  to  the  effect  that  he  has 
“ quoted  ” only  the  title.  Corrections  or  amplifications  of  this  list  will  be  very  welcome.  The  Public 
Library  wishes  to  obtain,  by  purchase  or  gift,  all  the  works  here  mentioned  to  which  a shelf  nurilber 
is  not  attached.

Franklin's  account  ot  the  origin  of  this  paper  is  that 
George  Webb,  a bound  servant  of  his  old  employer,  Keiiner, 
having  found  means  to  purchase  tlie  remainder  of  his  time 
from  his  master,  oflered  his  services  to  Franklin  and  Mere- 
dith. “ We  could  not,”  says  Franklin,  ‘’then  employ  him, 
but  1 foolishly  let  him  know  as  a secret  that  I soon  intended 
to  begin  a newspaper,  and  might  have  work  for  him  ...  I 
told  him  . . . that  the  then  only  newspaper  . . . was  a 
paltry  thing,  wretchedly  managed,  no  way  entertaining,  and 
yet  was  profitable.  1 therefore  freely  thought  a good  paper 
would  scarcely  fail  of  good  encouragement.  . . . Webb 
. . . told  Keimer,  who  immediately  . . . published  propo- 
sals for  one  himself  . . . To  counteract  them  ...  1 wrote 
several  amusing  pieces  for  Bradford’s  paper  under  the  title 
of  the  Busy  Body,  which  Brientnal  ci-ntinued  some  months 
. . . and  Keimer’s  proposals,  which  we  burlesqued  and 
ridiculed,  were  disregarded.  lie  began  his  paper,  however, 
and  before  carrying  it  on  three  quarters  of  a year,  with  at 
mostonly  ninety  siu-tscribers,  he  I’fi'ered  it  to  me  for  a trifle, 
and  1,  having  been  ready  for  some  time  to  go  on  with  it, 
took  it  in  liand  directly.” 

Keimer’s  paper  was  better  printed  than  Bradford’s  Mer- 
cury, but  in  regard  to  news  it  was  inferior.  Extracts  Irom 
Chambers’  Dictionary,  constituting  the  “ Universal  In- 
structor,”  occupied  the  first  page  and  a half,  and  the  rest  was 
filled  up  from  the  English  papers  and  magazines,  with  a 
scanty  column  of  advertisements,  and  once  in  a while  an 
original  essay  or  poem.  His  connection  ceased  with  No.  39, 
(Sept.  25,  1729).  The  next  number,  issued  under  Franklin’s 
management,  is  somewhat  better  printed,  but  it  is  in  the  con- 
tents of  the  paper  that  tlie  change  of  hands  is  most  apparent. 
Essays  on  topics  of  interest  take  the  place  of  Chambers’ 
Dictionary,  and  the  news  is  greater  in  quantity  and  more 
varied  in  character.  Franklin’s  mxt  improvement  was  in 
advance  of  the  time.  With  number  44  tlie  Gazette  began  to 
appear  twice  a week,  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays,  and  this 
attempt  to  furnish  the  news  more  frequently  tlian  had  been 
the  custom  was  sustained,  with  a relapse  to  a weekly  issue 
from  No.  56  to  66,  until  number  70,  when  the  paper  settled 
down  to  a weekly  for  the  remaining  hundred  years  of  its 
existence,  appearing  on  Thursdays,  with  occasional  ex- 
ceptions, during  F'ranklin’s  ownership.  The  paper  as 
started  by  Keimer  contained  four  pages,  small  folio;  this 
feature  was  at  first  preserved  by  Franklin,  except  during 
the  bi-weekly  issue,  when  it  appeared  on  a half  sheet,  but 
from  1731  to  1736  it  frequently  filled  no  more  than  two  pages. 

Franklin  got  rid  of  Meredith  in  1732,  and  changed  the 
imprint  (on  May  ti,  1732),  to  “ rhiladelphia  : Printed  by 
B.  FrankliUy  at  the  New  Printing-office  ”...  and  so  con- 
tinued it  until  October  6,  1736  (No.  460),  wlicn  he  was  able 
to  add  “ Post  Master,”  immediately  after  his  name.  Up  to 
this  time  the  paper  had  not  been  very  successful  in  obtaining 
subscribers  or  advertisements.  But  now  with  the  Post 
Office  withdrawn  from  his  rival  Bradford  and  fully  at  his 
command  the  Gazette  became  the  leading  paper  of  the 
colony  in  all  respects.  It  continued  a small  folio  of  four 
pages*,  with  occasional  supplements  and  postscripts,  until 
October  6,  1739  (No.  564),  when  it  was  changed  to  a quarto, 
and  the  date  transferred  to  the  left-hand  corner  of  the  top  of 
tlie  page,  and  a cut  of  the  Proprietary  Arms,  which  was 
retained  until  September  10,  1777  (No.  2533),  was  added. 
The  size  of  the  sheet  was  enlarged  in  February,  1741-2,  and 
a third  column  added;  it  was  again  enlarged  in  1750  to  the 
size  it  ever  after  maintained. 

In  January,  1747-S,  D.  Hall’s  name  was  inserted  in  the 
imprint,  which  continued  unchanged  until  October  31,  1765, 
when,  to  avoid  any  possible  liability  under  the  Stamp  Act  on 
the  part  of  the  publishers,  it  was  issued  until  February  20, 
1766,  without  an  imprint,  and  during  this  time  Franklin 
disposed  of  his  interest  in  it  to  his  partner,  Hall. 

About  1752  a half  sheet  began  to  be  regularly  added  to 
accommodate  the  increased  number  of  advertisements,  and 
to  it  the  imprint  was  transferred.  This  being  but  seldom 
preserved  for  binding,  the  paper  is  generally  found  at  this 
period  without  the  publishers*  names.  In  1757  the  imprint 
was  restored  to  its  mrmer  position,  and  the  additional  space 
thenceforth  required  for  advertisements  and  news,  generally 
a whole  sheet,  was  headed  ” Supplement  ” or  “ Postscript,” 
some  papers  being  accompanied  by  both.  — Charles  R.

Annual  Report. — The  thirty-first  Annual 
report  of  the  Library  has  been  published,  and 
copies  can  be  obtained  on  application  at  the 
Central  Library  and  the  Branches.  In  addition 
to  the  reports  of  the  Trustees,  the  Examining 
Committee,  and  the  Librarian,  there  are  Special 
Reports  on  the  Parker  Library,  by  Mr.  Thomas 
W.  Iligginson;  on  French  Literature  in  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  by  Mr.  Thomas  S Perr^’ ; 
anil  on  the  Musical  department  of  the  Library, 
by  Mr.  William  F.  Apthorp.  Interesting  statis- 
tics of  the  work  of  the  Library  for  the  past  year 
are  appended. 

Statistics.  — The  following  statistics,  taken 
from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Library,  will  be 
found  interesting:  Number  of  books  taken  by 
readers,  for  the  year  ending  April  30,  1883, 
1,045.902,  — an  increase  of  5,349  over  the  previous 
year.  Of  these  one  volume  in  13,074  was  lost. 
Number  of  periodicals  given  to  readers,  during 
the  same  time,  518,226.  For  the  preceding  year 
the  number  was  492,090. 

The  net  increase  of  the  Library  for  the  j'ear 
was  17,895  volumes  and  14.369  pamphlets.  Of 
these,  5,340  volumes  and  11,844  pamphlets  were 


gifts.  During  the  year,  16,025  new  books,  4,217 
pamphlets,  and  4,084  serial  volumes  have  been 
catalogued,  and  nearly  100,000  cards  have  been 
added  to  the  catalogues  of  the  Central  Library 
and  Branches. 

Gifts.  — By  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Henry  J. 
Bigelow,  the  Public  Library  has  received  from 
the  library  of  the  late  Dr.  Jacob  Bigelow  927 
volumes,  and  749  pamphlets,  many  of  which  are 
of  considerable  value.  Mrs.  R.  Anne  Nichols,  of 
Roxbury,  has  given  77  volumes,  chiefly  folios  and 
quartos,  many  of  which  are  illustrated  with  por- 
traits and  engravings.  This  interesting  and 
valuable  collection  has  been  placed  in  the  same 
apartment  which  contains  the  library  of  works 
of  a similar  character  given  by  Mrs.  Nichols’s 
sister,  the  late  Miss  Eliza  M.  Thayer.  From  the 
family  of  the  late  Deacon  Moses  Grant  several 
hundred  volumes  have  been  received,  and  many 
pamphlets,  comprising  copies  of  several  desirable 
books  printed  in  Boston;  and  from  Mrs.  S.  A. 
Clark  a collection  of  more  than  a thou.sand  por- 
traits and  engravings,  gathered  by  her  late 
husband,  Mr.  Elijah  P.  Clark,  to  illustrate 
Carlyle’s  History  of  the  French  Revolution.
